Abundance of 
Quarterbacks
There's every indication this year's Lion's All- 

Star Football Game may be one of the hardeat eon- 
tested in the history of the charity classic.

But it may be overshadowed by the battle for the 
starting quarterback spot on the West team when it 
opens practice July 17 at El Camino College. The game 
is Aug. 1 at the college.

West Coach Fred Petersen, seeking revenge after 
last year's 40-6 loss to the East, will be hnrd pressed to 
choose among three candidates for the starting job.

Bidding for the spot will be two players who 
shared the 'Player of the Year Award" in the Bay 
League last season, as well as the quarterback who led 
Bishop Montgomery to the Camino Real League title 
and the CIF plnyoffs.

In alphabetical order, the Big Three are:
Greg Collins, an "all everything" player, whose 

Bishop Montgomery squad suffered only one loss dur­ 

ing the regular season.
Coy Hall of West Torrmnce was co-player of the 

Bay League in his school's first year in this area's "big 

school" conference. His team was undefeated until los­ 
ing to Lakewood in the CIF playoffs.

Pat Moore of Mira Costa, the other Bay League 
Co-Player, put his school back on the football map with 
Ita most successful season in recent years.

In terms of statistics, Coy Hall has a nedge. A 
roll-out quarterback, he ran for 700 yards and passed 
for 1.380 yards in leading "upstart" West High to its 

Unbeaten league year.
Hall completed 67 per cent of his passes for 14 

touchdowns.
Moore also carries some impressive statistics into 

the charity game. He accounted for 2,400 yards total 
offense mostly through the air in leading Mira Costa. 
He averaged ahnut 35 passes a game.

Collins was such a standout he has been recruited 
by the University of Washington.

So it's a toss up for the starting Job, according to 
Coach Petersen.

"Naturally we plan to throw a lot more from our 
pro-set offense," Petersen said. "We have good quar­ 

terbacks and equally good receivers   I don't plan to 
be behind by 21-0 this year."

The ends Petersen refers to are Gary Kenrick of 
West, one of Coy Hairs favorite targets, and Charles 
Nunnelly and John Sain of Mira Costa.

Kendrick earned All-CIF honors and will play 
tight end. Nunnelly had 38 receptions last season and 
is strong as a defensive back, while Sain, only 6 foot 4 
inches, had 42 receptions and plays flanker.

Petersen will be assisted by three coaches from 
West High: Fred Burch (offensive line), Dennis Har- 
jrung (defensive backs), and Max Lomas (defensive 

line).

Handicap 
Aid Used 
In Racing Greenleaf 

Appointed
To New Job

Speed Index ratings, helpful 
to racing fans at thoroughbred 
tracks, are being used in quar­ 
ter horse racing (or the first 
time this year and will be a aid 
in handicapping the races at 
Los Alamitns this summer.

Because practically all of the 
horses which will be at Los 
Alamitos have been racing at 
Bay Meadows, there will be 
speed ratings on the horses' 
past performance records In 
the Las Alamitos programs 
and the Daily Raring Form.

The speed ratings in quarter 
horse racing, according to rac­ 
ing secretary Donald Smith of 
Los Alamitos and Bay Mead­ 
ows, are figured or, the same 
basis as the thoroughbreds, 
with a 100 rating being the 
time equalling the track 
record. For example, the track 
record for 350 yards at Los 
Alamitos is 17.50 seconds at 
Los Alamitos: thus, a horse 
posting that time is credited 
with a 100 speed rating (or that 
race.

The speed ratings in quarter 
horse racing actually are more 
accurate than those m thor­ 
oughbred events; the latter fig­ 
ured in fifths of a second com­ 
pared to tenths of a second for 
the swift horses.

According to the speed Index 
rating chart compiled by the 
American Quarter Horse Asso­ 
ciation, approximately five di­ 
gits determined a length. For 
example, if a horse runs in 
17.50 at Los Alamitos, his 
speed rating for the race is 100, 
while another hone finishing a 
length back with a time uf 
17.67 is given a 95 rating.

Los Alamitos will go through 
Its first week of racing Satur­ 
day night with the $7.000 
Double Bid highlighting the 
nine-race activltes. The race Is 
slated for three-year and older 
horses going 350 yards.
